"Tis 
likewife  evident,  that  the  Proportions  firft  fettled 
were  in  virtue  of  a  Convention  for  that  purpofe  \ 
and  all  fuhfequent  Proportions  or  Augmentations 
of  our  Forces,  have  been  made  by  fubfequent 
Conventions,  in  fuch  manner  as  the  Parties  con- 
trafting  were  able,  and  in  fuch  degree  as  the  Op- 
pofition  of  the  common  Enemy  made  neceffary. 
But  by  all  this  Author  has  ever  heard  or  read^  the 
whole  Strength  of  a  Nation  **  the  utmoft  that  a 
Prince  can  raife  annvaliy.

Nothing  therefore  can  be  more  foolilh  Policy, 
than  for  a  Prince  in  the  Profecution  of  a  War  to 
content  himfelf  with  what  he  can  raife  annually, 
without  borrowings  if  the  'Strength  of  the  Enemy 
make  it  neceflary  j  nor  can  any  thing  be  falfer^ 

than  to  accufe  the  late  M y  of  wafting  our 

Strength  and  vital  Subftance  in  a  profufe  manner  j 
unlefs  it  could  be  fliewn  that  a  good  Peace  may  be 
had  without  Succefs,  or  that  the  Succefles  we 
have  had,  might  have  been  obtained  with  lefs 
Strength  than  we  have  usM.  The  firft,  I  pre- 
fume,  no  body  eytr  pretended  ^  the  French  Court 
may  buy  good  Terras  of  Peace,  but  I  never  heard 
thdit good  ones  could  be  bought  of  them:  no, 
there  is  but  one  way  of  getting  fuch  Terms  from 
trance^  they  muft  be  beat  into  them.  And  this 
way  has  hitherto  been  praftisM  with  the  greateft 
Appear:^nce  of  Succefs.  Nor  is  it  pretended,  ex- 
cept by  this  Writer,  that  the  fame  Succefles 
might  have  been  had  without  the  ufe  of  the  fame 
Strength.

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Troops  to  be  a  more  difficult  as  well  as  more 
expenfive  thing,  than  thofe  who  have  not  try'd 
would  think  it  is.    And  therefore  I  believe  our 
Author  would  hardly  propofe  fending  above  ten 
thoufand  Men,  which  mu{t  be  all  Foot  j  for  no 
body  can  think  it  prafticable  to  fend  any  number 
of  H(^rfe  fo  long  a  Voyage  j  during  which,  if  a 
Storm  happens,  as  'tis  odds  but  there  does  more 
than  one,  all  of  them  will  be  thrown  overboard 
before   they  reach   their  deftirfd  Port :  and  of 
thefe  ten  thoufand  Men,  'tis  well  if  two  Thirds 
are  at  the  end  of  their  Voyage  fie  for  Service. 
But  if  they  are,  what  (hall  they  do  ?    Shall  they 
go  as  Enemies  or  Friends  ?    The  laft  is  pra(Jiica- 
ble  on  no  ether  foot,  but  on  a  SuppoHtion  of  Suc- 
Cjcfs  in  Sfain.    Could  King  Charles  have  ever  kept 
for  any  while  pofleflion  of  Madrid^  'twas  always 
defign'd  to  iflue  Orders  from  Old  Spain  to  demand 
the  Submiflion  of  the  Nm^  and  that  thefe  Orders 
(hould  be  back'd  with  a  Squadron  and  Troops  ^ 
for  which  purpofe  our  Admirals  had  futable  In- 
(tru(^tons,  that  no  time  might  be  lofl:  by  waiting 
fat  Orders  fr'on)  England^  and  fitting  out  a  Squa- 
dron from  hence.    And  as  foon  as  King  Charles 
was  Mafter  of  Barcelona^  which  gave  us  hopes  of 
a  further  Revolution  in  favour  of  him,  in  Dicem- 
her  1705.  the  M— — y  fent  to  my  LordF.  a  De* 
claratim  of  the  Entferor  for  the  Weft-Indies,  and 
/»//  Powers  of  the  Emperor^s  Commiffioners  to  the  \A^eft- 
Indies,  to  ierve  as  Hints  for  King  Charles^  when- 
ever he  fhould  find  it  proper  to  takp  part  in  that 
matter:  for  the  truth  of  which,  I  ref^r  my  felf 
to  Sir  Ck  Hh  Letter  in  the  Impartial  En^iry,  p.64.

The  Returns  of  their  Galleons  have  neither  been 
fo  rich  nor  fo  regular  as  they  would  be  in  time  of 
Peace.  In  Ihort,  all  that  a  great  number  of  Ships 
could  do,  may  be  and  has  been  done  by  a  few ; 
and  to  employ  more,  would  by  no  means  anfwer 
the  Expence,  which  would  be  exceeding  great. 
And  I  appeal  to  all  Experience,  if  Expeditions 
into  thole  Seas  have  not  generally  prov'd  the  Ruin 
both  of  Men  and  Ships.  This  is  fo  known,  that 
'tis  almoft  impoffible  to  find  Men  or  Officers  for 
this  Service,  tor  they  think  they  are  going  to  be 
facrific'd  ^  which  obliges  the  Government,  in  all 
Embarkations  for  the  Indies^  to  conceal  as  much 
as  poffible  the  Defign  from  the  Men  till  they  arc 
j)ut  on  board,  which  otherwife  could  not  be  done 
without  the  greateft  difficulty :  for  the  Indies  is 
to  them  as  bad  as  certain  Death,  and  they  go 
thither  with  as  much  reluftancy.  And  for  the 
Officers,  there  is  fcarce  a  Man  who  does  not  ufc 
aU  the  Intereft  he  can  make  to  be  excus'd  j  and  if 
that  can't  be,  if  he  can  poffibly  find  Bread  any 
other  way,  he  win  throw  up  his  Commiifion.    All 
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our  belt  Troops  on  this  ungrateful  Service,  and 
run  madly  mto  thefe  expcniivc  and  in  truth  dc- 
Itruaivc  Expeditions  i  which,  whatever  vkw  wfe 
confidcr  them  in,  'tis  plain  could  never  turn  to 
any  good  account  ?  i  . 

'Twas  for  thefc  Reafons  the  late  M— v  did

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What  I  have  faid,  I  fliould  hope,  might  fatisfy 
impartiil  Men  that  thefe  Sea-Expeditions  are  im- 
pradicable  :  but  bccaufe  my 'Author  is  not  of  that 
number,  I  fhall  confirm  it  by  two  Arguments  that 
will  have^reat  weight  with  him  \  one  taken  from 

the  French^  and  the  other  from  the  New  M y. 

And  firit,  for  the  French :  If  it  be  fo  cafy,  fo 
cheap,  fo  prafticable,  fo  ufeful  a  Service  to  dif- 
turb  the  SfMijh  Settlements,  and  either  to  take 
or  deftroy  their  Ports,  or  to  interrupt  their 
Trade  \  \  would  humbly  ask  why  the  French  have 
Dot  aU  this  War  turn'd  their  Force  this  way, 
to  difturb  the  Settlements  of  the  Evglijh  or  the 
Foriu^uefe^  efpecially  the  laft,  which  would  at 
the  (ame  time  have  been  a  molt  lenfible  Blow  to 
us  ?  Is  it  harder  or  more  expenlive  for  the  French 
to  make  fuch  an  Expedition  than  'tis  for  usj  or 
are  the  Pertugue/e  abhr  in  any  way  to  defend  their 
Settlements  againft  thcFrench^  than  the  French  and 
Spaniards  are  to  defend  the  Soanljh  Indies  againft 
us?  Juft  the  contrary i  'tis  in  all  refpeas  much 
ealierfor  the  French  to  annoy  t\itPortuguefe  Planta- 
tions, than  for  us  to  annoy  th^Sfanipt,  But  as  eafy 
as  it  is  comparatively^  'tis  fo  hard,  fo  impraftica- 
ble,  thatthe;^Lng  of  France  Ms  tilltbis  laft;  Year 
thought  he  could  eipploy  his  Men  and  Moiiy  to 
better  purpofe.  And  this  Argument  tak:en  from 
the  wife  Counfels  of  their  Favourite  Monarch, 
win,  I  hope,  with  fome  Men  plead  ilrongly  in  6- 

vourof  the  late  M y,  and  convince  tfiera  that 

thefe  Expeditions  were  not  forgbt  or  hegleded, 
but  laid  afide  upon  mature  Confid^ration,  to  pur- 
fue  more  ufeful  Services. 

This  laft  Year  indeed  the  French  have  in  this 

taking  an  Enterprize  againft  BrMz.il:  but  if  we  en- 
qoire  into  the  Occallon  of  tl 
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whofe  Expence  it  was  made,  of  what  Force  it 
confifted,  and  refleft  on  its  Succcfs,  as  'tis  relate** 
in  their  own  Accounts  ^  we  (hall  fee,  'tis  no  argo^ 
mcnt  of  their  being  grown  wifer,  nor  find  in  this 
Example  any  Encouragement  for  us  to  do  the  like. 
For  as  for  the  Occafion  of  it,  'tis  more  than  pro- 
bable,  that  our  own  Expedition  gave  birth  to  iti 
and  that  their  principal  Defign  was  to  watch  our 
Motions,  if,  as  was  fufpefted,  we  had  made  any 
Attempt  in  thofe  Seas.    At  leaft  our  Expedition, 
pin'd  to  fome  other  things  I  need  not  mention! 
made  them  pretty  fecure,  that  we  Ihould  neither 
fend  any  Squadron  after  them,  nor  take  the  ad- 
vantage  of  their  Abfence  to  infult  their  own 
Coafts  J  neither  of  which  Points  they  could  at  all 
be  fecure  of  in  former  Years.    And  as  to  the 
Charge  of  this  Expedition,  'twas  not  made  at  the 
King's  Expence :  He  had  occafions  for  his  Mony, 
where  he  thought  it  better  employ'd.    This  Pro- 
jeft  therefore  had  ne'er  been  oridertaken,  if  pri- 
vate  Perfons  in  hopes  of  being  great  Gainers  had 
not  advanc'd  the  Mony  neceflary  for  it  v  whicb^ 
tho  it  amounted  to  a  very  confidcrable  Sum,  and  . 
no  lefs  than  eighteen  Men  of  War  were  employ'd 
for  this  Service,  the  whole  Force  they  carry'd  Wat 
not  Four  Thou&nd  Men.    And  then  for  the  Sue; 
cefs,  what  is  it  all  come  to?    'Twas  great  odds 
but  they  had  raifcarry'd  before  they  had  landed,  if 
by  the  Negligence  of  the  PmvgMfe^  and  by  the 
favour  of  a  great  Fog,  they  had  not  ientcr'd  tlie 
Bay  almolb  before  they  were  obferv'd.    And  aft«r 
that,  if  the  Portujuefi  had  made  any  tolerable 
Defence,  they  either  could  not  have  landed,  or

ti^uefe'^  did  they  find  any  great  Treafure  there  > 
or  could  they  get  any  of  their  Mines  ?    No,  after 
a  ftay  of  two  Months,  not  daring  in  all  that  time 
to  advance   further  into  the  Country,  they  were 
glad  to  ranfora  the  Town  for  what  they  could 
get,  and  to  make   the  beft  of  their  way  back, 
without  being  able  either  to  keep  poflefnon  of 
Jhcir  new  Conqueft,  or  to  draw  from  it  Contri- 
putions  fufficient  to  anfwer  the  Charge  of  the  Ex- 
pedition.   A  violent  Storm  overtook  them  in  their 
way  home,  and  one  half  of  them  is  not  return'd 
The  King,  in  ftiQrt,  h^s  loft  his  Ships,  and  the 
Undertakers  their  ^Mony.    Thus  has  ended  this 
great  Attempt. i  vyhicb,   with; all  its  Succefs,  I 
can  t:  but  think  a  Confirmation  of  my  Argument. 
'  ^  But  what  this  Argument  wants  of  weight,  will 
be  made  op  by  a  fecond  drawn  from  what  has 
been  lately  done  by  the  New  M- — y.   They  have 
as  great  a  Senfe.of  the  Importance  of  this  Service 
3S  our  Author  h^s ;  and  to  convince  Men  of  their 
Zeal,  have  made  a  trial  where  it  was  moft  fea, 
fible  i  not  againft .  any  of  the  Sf4mjh  Settlements, 
but  againfi;  the  Fr^»cib  Plantations  in  (74«4</4.

That  unhappy  Expedition  furnilhes  all  People 
with  a  multitude  of  Obje<aions  againft  others  of 
the  like  nature.    And  if  it  be  now  ask'd,  why  did 

not  the  late  M y  conquer  the  W^-f/?-/««Vw?  the 

very  common  People  will  be  aot  to  fay,  that  we 
do  not  know  the  Coaft,  that  there  may  be  other 
Rivers  of  St.  Laurence^  that  their  Towns  and 
Ports  are  well  fortify'd,  that  we  have  no  Pilots^ 
that  the  Country  is  intirely  againft  us ,  that  fuch 
an  Expedition  would  require  a  confiderable  Body  of 
Land-Forces,  that  this  would  employ  a  prodigious 
number  of  Ships :  and  when  all  thefe  things  are 
got  together,  'tis  a  very  great  way  to  go.  Men 
die  very  faft  on  Ship-board  in  that  Climate  ;  wc 
have  no  Intelligence  with  thofe  Parts,  'tis  at  too 
great  a  diftance  to  fapport  them  from  hence  with 
all  Neceflaries  requifite  to  make  the  Seat  of  War 
in  thofe  Countries,  and  would  be  fo  great  an  Ex- 
pence,  that  we  could  make  no  Effort  any  where 
clfe.  The  Quebeck-Ex^^^diition  has  furnifli'd  even 
the  common  People  with  thefe  and  twenty  more 
Objccaions  againft  thefe  imaginary  Schemes. 

But  to  purfue  my  Argument  ftill  one  ftep  fur-» 
thcr,  let  us  confider  how  thefe  Expeditions  to 
the  Wefi'Indies  will  affed  the.  War  in  other  parts. 
•Tis  plain  we  muft  either  increafe  greatly  the  an- 
nual Expence  of  the  War,  or  it  muft  in  other 
Articles  be  lelTen'd  in  proportion  to  the  Charge 
of  this.
